As to Scheduling Dates for Mtions for Summary
Judgnent Re Preclusive Effect of Gobe Equity and Motions for
Summary Judgnment on Other Agreenents and Decrees (Threshold
| ssues):

The Court advises that the Gla River Indian Community
(GRIC), Gla Valley Irrigation District (GVID) and the Franklin
Irrigation District's (FID Joint Mtion for a Stay in the
Proceedings in W-203 has been granted in accordance with the
parties' request by mnute entry dated 8-20-99.
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LET THE RECORD REFLECT that the Court notes that it
woul d not be inclined to grant any further continuances unless a
settlenment is reached.

As to the Status of Settlenent Discussions on the Gla
Ri ver Indian Conmunity Water Rights d ai ns:

Rodney Lewis, representing the Gla Rver Indian
Community (CGRIC), reported that substantial progress has been
made. He stated that the agreenents between the cities and
towns as well as the south-side punpers are progressing. He
also stated that problenms still exist with the Upper Gla
Vall ey, Franklin Irrigation District (FID) and the San Carl os
Apache Tribe. He further stated that parties are still on track
for Senator Kyl's deadline of 9-30-99 for having negotiations
conpl eted and the legislation drafted for Congress.

Robert Hoffman, representing Central Arizona Witer
Conservation District (CAWD), stated that a drafted stipulation
to settle the federal Ilitigation has been negotiated by the
parties and he was optimstic about its approval.

John Weldon, representing Salt River Project, stated
that major differences of opinions still exist on settlenent
I ssues. He stated that nunerous issues that were originally
unresol ved, renmain unresol ved. For exanple, he stated that it
has not been determ ned how this settlement will be funded. He
stated that federal budget negotiations will have to take place
on the appropriation procedure.

As to Notice Issues on the Effect of d obe Equity 59
Decree on Cl ai mants:

The Court advises that it and the Special Mster have
nmet with the Arizona Department of Water Resources (ADWR) to
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discuss ADWR' s ability to identify and notice Upper Valley
claimants in this matter who are not already represented or who

are not presently on the court-approved nmailing list. The Court
stated that it was determned the current ADWR mailing list is
40 percent inaccurate. The Court further stated that this is

not a viable solution in light of the approaching deadlines.

M. Anthony Fines, representing the Gla Valley
Irrigation District (GVID), stated that he has submtted to ADWR
the federal court-approved mailing list for A obe Equity as well
as the GVID current nenber |ist.

M. David Brown, representing the Franklin Irrigation
District (FID, stated that he would be providing a list of
current nmenbers shortly.

Patrick Barry, representing the United States, stated
that they are requesting this information in order to fornulate
the scope of their Mtion for Summary Judgnment, not necessarily
to require that notice be given to all parties. He stated that
they are interested in any clainms the nenbers of the district
may have previously filed or are currently pending, other than
A obe Equity 59 Decree clains.

Jan Ronal d, representing ADWR, stated that fornulating
such a list as requested by M. Barry nmay be possible. M.
Barry will neet with ADWR to acquire the claimant informtion.

Speci al Master John Thorson stated that he is working
with ADWR and the Steering Comrittee to reconmend how to resol ve
the mailing list issue. He stated that he will prepare a draft
report on the mailing list issue wwthin the next three weeks.

As to Briefing Schedule Re the Effect of d obe Equity
59 Decree:
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M. Fines requested the Court to set a briefing
schedule on this matter.

After discussion with counsel,

IT IS ORDERED affirmng that the parties file their
Rule 26.1 Disclosures (as nodified in the Court's order for
di scl osure regarding the Gla R ver Indian Comunity) on all
A obe Equity 59 Decree preclusion issues on 1-31-2000.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED affirmng that sinultaneous
suppl enental disclosures shall be filed 45 days thereafter, on
3- 16-2000.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED setting the deadline for filing
the Mdtions for Summary Judgnent Re Effect of d obe Equity 59
Decree on nenbers of the FID, GVID and the San Carlos Apache
Tri be on 5-26-2000.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that response and reply tines
shall be determned under Pretrial Oder No. 1 as follows:
Responses shall be filed by 7-5-2000; Replies shall be filed by
7-31- 2000.

As to Status of Updating the San Pedro HSR

M. Barry requested that coments be allowed by the
parties after ADWR files its report to the Court on 9-15-99.

IT IS ORDERED granting 30 days for the parties to file
their conments on the Septenber report from ADWR
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Re the San Carl os Settl enent:

The Court stated that the Special Mster's interim

report will indicate when the objections are due and a hearing
date on any objections to the report wll be set by mnute
entry.
